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Chief Judge Delivers “The State of the Judiciary”
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On January 26, Chief Judge Robert M. Bell of the
Maryland Court of Appeals presented the State of the
Judiciary before the General Assembly.

“Two years ago, when I last addressed you, I an-
nounced that, “While not pertect, {the Maryland Judi-
ciary] is in excellent functional condition.” That
continues to be the case,” Chiet Judge Bell said.

He focused on the progress made by the Judiciary since
his 1997 report. when he made a commitment to re-
gaining the public’s trust and confidence in the court
system. Since then. strides have been made in three
key areas:

% Engaging in greater public out-
reach and education about the Ju-
diciary,

% Providing more and better servic-
es for court uscrs. and

++ Making the courts more accessi-
ble to those who are unable to af-
ford lawyers or lengthy
proceedings.

Chief Judge Bell then stressed the recent ac-
complishments of the Judiciary, which includ-
ed establishing family courts and family
divisions in the five largest jurisdictions of
the state, opening a Court Information Of-
fice, creating initiatives to improve foster
care, revising jury management policies, in-
creasing the availability of alternative dispute
resolution, and working to increase pre bono
involvement among our state’s lawyers. He
praised the hard work and dedication of the
judges and staff that “people” the Judiciary.

Chiet Judge Bell also addressed the current
situation in Baltimore City’s criminal courts,
highlighting the aggressive strategies the Ju-
diciary is currently undertaking. “Maryland’s
Judiciary is poised, well prepared to enter,
and meet the challenges of, the 21st centu-
ry.” Chief Judge Bell said.
